HAND HALF A MILE AWAY. 


At a dls'ance of a half-mile from the 


•cene of tie catastrophe, the searchers 
for remnaris of the men who had be»n 
to summarily shot into eternity were re- 
warded by the finding of a rubber glove. 
the ends of the fingers of which had been 
torn away and through the opening pro- 


bed sevo'-xl fingers which hud been 


eled a.=t If they had been exposed to 


Intense heat. 
Extending from the other 


end of the glove was. a mass of flesh and 
bone which had once been the wrist and 
th* forearm of a human being. The arm 
Mp been broken about six inches above 
the wrist and the bone of the arm, 
which extended Into the glove, was en- 
circled at the wrist with a ring of woven 
knit work in green. 


The stampede occurred at 11:30 o'clock.

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FIFTY WOMEN INJURED IN 


PANIC 
AT CANNERY 


(Continued from Pago 17 ) 


Fully fifty women are thought to 


have been Injured. Four of them will 
probably die, and several others are In 
a precarious condition. Seven of them 
were removed to the Central Emerg- 
ency Hospital, and one to the Har- 
bor Hospital. Most of those Injured 
were carted away on wagons or by 
friends to the homes In the neigh- 
borhood. Few can speak English -and 
It ts thought that many may have been 
seriously Injured whose names have 
not become known. 


Ten minutes after the stampede waa 


ended Drs. Fred Trotter and Claude 
Terry of the United States quarantine 
station at Melgga' wharf arrived on 
the scene and did some excellent work 
among the sufferers. For fully thirty 
minutes they worked over the Injured, 
who lay scattered about the ground 
outside of the building, before the am- 
bulances arrived. 


It was known that Thompson had been 
in the habit of wearing a green sweater 
when he was at work, and It is also 
known that when he went to work yes- 
terday morning he wore a sweater of that 
kind. 
The conclusion was arrived at, 
therefore, that the arm in question was 
that of the unfortunate Thompson. 


ALSO FOUND FOOT. 


Somewhat later the searchers were re- 
warded by finding the left foot of a 
human being and also a section of what 
might have been the front wall of the 
abdomen of a human being, but there was 
no means at the time the discovery was 
made to determine whether the later dis- 
coveries belonged to Thompson or Wil- 
liam Doane. 
The gruesome finds have been stored 
away urttil Mon'day, wheri they ' wlir be 
submitted to the coroner of Contra Costa 
county, at which time the inquest will be 


The force of the explosion shook the 
earth for several miles around ana the 
detonation was heard many miles awav 
Thousands of people from all parts of 
the adjoining section of country rushed 
to the scene for the purpose of ascer- 
taining whether or not some of their 
loved ones were among the victims or the 


accident. Happily, none of them had to 
mourn over the untimely death of any 
of the members of their-families, for the 
reason that the people who have been bp- 
reaved resided at a distance and did not 
know of their loss for some hours after 
the catastrophe. 
The shock was experienced in thla cltv, 
and for a time manv people felt that 
there had been another qu.oke after th- 
st>le of that of a little more than a year 
ago. 
This shock was especially severe in 
San Francisco, where the employes of one 
of tho canneries rushed from their place 
of employment for the purpose of saving, 
as they thought, their lives, with the re- 
sult that many of them were severely in- 
jured. 


•WITHOUT WARNING. 


The accident took place without warn- 
ing, at least to Doane and Thompson, 
who lost their lives 
About ten minutes 
before the explosion Supetintendent Frank 
Roller, who visits the works every morn- 
ing, left the place for the purpose of 
going to San Francisco. He had already 
boarded a train on the Southern Pacific 
railroad for the trip across the bay, and 
shortly after he had taken his seat and 
before the train had started, ne was In- 
formed of the destruction of a consider- 
able part of th o works 
He Immediately 
boarded an automobile at.d rushed to the 
scene as rapidly as it v/iis possible for * 
racing machine to take him there 
After 
reaching the scene, regardless of the fact 
that he was running the risk of losing hit- 
life, Mr. Roller rushed up to where the 
remnants of the shattered buildings were 
being consumed bv the flames, and, after 
he had made a survey of the wreck and 
luln about him, expressed his gratification 
that nothing more serious had 
taken 
place.

These are 
capped and placed on ice, where they 
remain, both on the farm and In the 
wagon, until the consumer is reached.

There have been changes of front and inside ^jt^ies^re given 
out about how the Grand Jury was manipulated. 


Of course, Francis J. Heney has a number of private re- 


venges that he wants satisfied, but, as a matter of fact, he is only 
a side show. The big circus is Spreckels, while Langdon occu- 
pies a humble but grotesque position in the menagerie-. 


It is a well-known fact that no matter can be taken up by 


the Grand Jury without the permission of Rudolph Spreckels. 
No indictment has been found tmtil Mr. Spreckels expressed his 
approval of such action. On the other hand, people that Fore- 
man Oliver and other enthusiastic members of the inquisitorial 
body desired to brand were saved ff-om disgrace by the inter- 
ference of Mr. Spreckels. 


To illustrate the power that the sugar barrel has over the 


District Attorney's office and the Grand Jury, I'll tell you the 
experience of a friend of mine, whose veracity cannot be ques- 
tioned. 


Through an enmity resulting from political differences, 


this man was accused of having violated the purity of election 
laws. A fakejcharge was trumped up and fathered by Defective 
>Willum Jay Burns. When Burns stood for this infamous per- 
jury, he was thoroughly aware of the enormity of his crime, but 
to persons of his stripe the moral sense is absolutely dull. Be- 
sides, his habit of putting up his mustache in medicated paper 
has completelv perverted his sense of decency. 


Well, Mr. Burns secured the publication of this lying attack 


on my friend. The young man went to see Muley Langdon, de- 
manding immediate investigation by the Grand Jury; but he 
was put off with an excuse about the tremendous stress of im- 
portant matters then before that body.

Several expressive phrases have originated in the graft

It now appears that one of the great aims 
of the Spreckels reform commission is to sell the Spring Valley 
Water Works to the city at two prices. 


Three big banks and perhaps some smaller ones, arc in- 


terested in this gigantic deal. It is proposed to pay $27,000,000 
or $28,000,000 for a broken down system that will have to be 
reconstructed and reinforced by an auxiliary system costing 


several millions. But in the proposed sale the company is to 
be allowed to retain a lot of valuable outside property, including 
the Lake Merced tract of 2000 acres, which is ready to he cut up 
and sold for town lots. Putting this tract on the market would 
be fine business for Supervisor Tom Magee's real estate firm. 


The second promotion scheme concerns the inchoate street 


railroad company organized by Spreckels and Phelan. There 
is the Geary street road to begin with. If the city rebuilds it, 
how nice it would be for the Spreckels-Phelan company to get 
a long lease of it, also franchises on all the unoccupied streets 
in the city. Then the promoters would be in a position to repeat 
the Independent Gas Company operation.

Phelan whooped up that scheme as a benevolent plan of relief 
from the exactions of the old lighting company. All the satis- 
faction the public ever got out of it was seeing Spreckels sell out 
to the men he was fighting in the interests of the dear people 
at an immense profit. But that deal was a mere bagatelle com- 
pared to the enormous possibilities in water and street railroads

we have had to yield at last to a modi- 
fication of the old regime b the more 
iroclern Idea of tourist transportation. 


The great ttde of travel that now aets 


toward that magnificent scenic wonder, 
th* Yoaemlte Valley, every summer will, 
3f Bourse, be handled more expeditiously 
antler the new order of things, and the 
comforts and necessities of those who 
•uffer fatigue from BO long a drive, or 
who can ill spare the time spent on the 
stag* Journey, will be better served by 
the rail route. 


NOT ENTIRELY ABOLISHED. 


However, through a fortunate and Judi- 


cious arrangement, 
the 
good old-style 


itage coach has not been abolished from 
the famous) RaymonO-Wawona turnpike. 


Instead, It nas .been retained to play a 
very pretty part In Tosemlte transporta- 
tion; wherefore let the real lover of gler- 
r*n travel. rejoice. 
The traveler who la 


pressed for time, but who regrets entirely 
missing the dash through the wood* and 
down the slopes, may now proceed to the 
ede of the valley by rail, and go out 'the 
other way, via Glacier Point and tbe Mar- 
Jposa Big Trees, over the beautiful Wa- 
wona stage road, or vice versa. All the 
famous stage-route station names, such 
as "Grub Gulch," "Gold Hill," "Ah wan- 
nee," and "Wawona" may still sound Jn 
the tourist's ears, even though he makes
